CHINESE STUDIES OPTION... 


Under the rubric of the Third World 
Studies Programme it is possible, 

as an alternative to the concentration 
in Third World Studies described else- 
where, to complete a concentration in 
Chinese Studies, which will be pursued 
simultaneously with the student's 
major or honours programme in one of 
the existing departments. The require- 
ment for this is completion of at 
least five courses or their credit 
equivalent concerned with some aspect 
of Chinese civilization past or present. 
At least one course must be in 

Chinese language, available through 
the facilities of McGill University. 


It is hoped that the option of a 
concentration in Chinese Studies 

will help to develop the general 
awareness of China among students 

at Loyola, as well as giving some 
undergraduate preparation to those 
who may wish to pursue their interest 
in China at a more advanced level. 


COURSES eee 


The number of courses about China 
given at Loyola has been steacily 
increasing in recent years in response 
to growing demand. While some students 
may wish, With the exception of the 
language, to complete their 
concentration in Chinese Studies 
exclusively at Loyola, others may 
choose to avail themselves of courses 
with Chinese content given elsewhere 


in Montreal. It is possible to take 
for credit one course per year at 
another university without extra 
cost.
